“We must know more (about 
each other), because we are de- 
pendent on one another and be- 
cause by history and deep com- 
mitment we Americans, North 
and South, are bound together by 
the strongest ties in the great 
contest of our century. For we 
are on the side of the democratic 
forces—of individual freedom, of 
national independence, of govern- 
ment by consent of the governed, 
of honest elections, of integrity in 
public life; and our solidarity and 
common purpose to defend these 
convictions is the mightiest weap- 
on of the free world.” 


Culture 


The university dates from 1572. 
Dr, Stevenson noted this in a ref- 
erence to the culture of the peo- 
ple and its tradition for knowl- 
edge, literature, and arts. He 
spoke of mankind’s debt to some 
of the great representatives of 
Colombian culture . . . Bartolome 
de las Casas was most prominent 
among them. He, Francisco de 
Victoria, and Domingo de Soto, 
all led a fight against Spanish 
enslavement of the Indians—and 
against slavery in general. Las 
Casas was the better known. 


Dr. Stevenson was, gently, prov- 
ing his point. North Americans 


are fairly well acquainted with | 


Europeans who have stood with 
morality on the side of human 
freedom and dignity. But names 
of equally staunch Latin Ameri- 
cans are not known. 


Bartolome de las Casas, whose 
father had sailed with Columbus, 
and who, himself, had gone on 
the great discoverer’s second voy- 
age, became so earnest an oppo- 
nent of Indian slavery that he 
once had to flee the angry plant- 
ers in Haiti. He looked; for a 
time, with less indignation on 
African slavery because they had 
been sold by their own people. 
Later, he publicly opposed this 
evil. He was a historian whose 
works are still studied by any 
who write a history of the early 
Spanish explorations. or of the 
events of the Caribbean. 


Close Relationship 


He spoke of the poets and writ- 
ers of Colombia, and of*the fact 
that there has been a close rela- 
tionship between men of letters 
and the government. Perhaps the 
greatest such figure in Colombia’s 
history was General Franciseo de 
Paula Santander . . . who founded 
the Republic and then established 
a school system, from elementary 
grades to the university. For a 
hundred years—before it was neg- 
lected and distorted by dictator- 
ships—this system made Colombia 
an intellectual light in South 
America. He opened the schools 
to all—to Indians, whites, men 
and women. He was, the histo- 
rian German Arciniegas declares, 
‘‘in many respects the most dis- 
tinguished civilian Latin America 
produced in the first half of the 
19th century.” 


Dr. Stevenson spoke, too, of 
what few North Americans .are 
aware; namely, that 12 years ago 
representatives of 26 American 
nations, including the United 
States; signed the charter of Bo- 
gota, whith called for economic 
cooperation and proclaimed, also, 
in the name of all the signator 
countries, ‘‘the fundamental rights 
of the individual, without distinc- 
tion as to race, nationality or 
creed.”’ 


So, he urged a Common Market 
union between the United States 
and those countries of Latin 
America which wished to be rep- 
resented. This almost certainly 
will come when our economic 
statesmanship comes of age. Only 
‘by such an arrangément can we 
counter the effect of the European 
market groups. :

HOLLYWOOD (UPI)—The first strike to be called 
by the Screen Actors Guild against major motion pic- 
ture producers appeared a near certainty for early Mon- 


day. 

Secret last-minute negotiations 
reportedly have failed tc make 
any headway toward averting the 
strike, which would idle an 
estimated 14,000 persons in the 
film industry and affect employ- 
ment of an additional 12,000 in 
allied businesses.

Rep. Powell Goes 
On Trial Tuesday 


NEW YORK (UPI)—Rep. Powell goes on trial Tuesday in fed- 
eral court here on charges of evading federal income taxes. 


Powell, 51, who recently under- 
went throat surgery and suffered 
a slight heart attack last year, 
was described by an aide as in 
excellent health and spirits Sun- 
day as he prepared to fight the 
charges that he falsified income 
tax returns filed for himself and 
‘his wife,. Negrfo pianist Hazel 
Scott. 


Two of the Negro Democratic 
congressman’s aides have been 
convicted of income tax evasion 
and one has been convicted of 
embezzling from his church's 
credit union. A fourth is awaiting 
trial on income tax evasion 
charges. 


Despite these cases and the in- 
dictment against Powell, he was 
reelected to Congress by a land- 
slide in 1958 and his position in 
Congress has remained un- 
changed. 


Powell has pleaded innocent to 
the indictment returned by a fed- 
eral grand jury nearly two years 
ago. The government recently 
filed superceding charges chdarg- 
ing he took improper deductions 
on the returns. Powell has said 
he is determined to prove his 
innocence 


Powell spoke twice Sunday from 
the pulpit of the Abyssinian Bap- 
tist Church in Harlem. He 
preached to an estimated 6,000 
persons. 


He also attacked the actions of 
President Eisenhower and Vice 
President Nixon in dealing with 
the segregation controversy in a 
television appearance.

Housing 
For Negroes 


Hailed Here 


Atlanta’s Negroes are progress- 
ing faster in securing housing 
than are the Negroes of any other 
Southern city, an Atlanta Urban 
League director said Sunday. 


Robert A. Thompson, associate 
director for the league, said that 
one reason for the housing prog- 
ress was the sizable portion of 
Atlanta’s Negroes who vote. 


REPAY $70 MILLION 


In a research paper for the 
Commission on Race and Hous- 
ing, Thompson and a colleague, 
Dr. Hylan G. Lewis, former pro- 
fessor of Sociology at Atlanta Uni- 
versity, reported that Atlanta Ne- 
groes had purchased 10,550 units 
and are repaying some $70 million 
in mortgages. 


The report is included in a book 
which is being released by the 
University of California Press, 
“Studies in Housing and Minority 
Groups.” 


Thompson and Lewis note that 
in Birmingham, where Negroes 
earn much more than those in At- 
lanta and where they comprise 
40 per cent of the population and 
only 3 per cent of the registered 
voters, Negroes have secured 
hardly any housing improvement 
since World War II. 


MORE THAN VOTES 


But there is much more than 
voting involved in the housing 
progress, according to Thompson. 
(He estimates that there are 31,- 
000 registered Negro voters in a 
population of 207,000 in Atlanta.) 


“In Atlanta the influence of 
white and Negro colleges plays a 
very important part in the life and 
development of the city,”” Thomp- 
son said. “‘Many of the students 
who come to these schools remain 
after their graduation,” he said. 


Thompson said that influential 
Negroes who have been associ- 
ated with Atlanta’s Negro schools 
have become fimancial leaders in 
big-monied organizations and able 
to finance housing for other Ne- 
groes. 


‘And we have had very little 
racial conflict because Atlanta 
Negroes have mostly built or 
moved into new houses on land 
which was owned by Negroes or 
was not in contention,””’ Thomp- 
son said. - 

Thompson added that the re- 
port contained in the book now 
being released is several years 


old and that housing for Negroes.

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Housing Challenge 
Cannot Be Ignored 


In its highly constructive present- 
ments issued Friday, the outgoing Ful- 
ton County Grand Jury gave considerable 
attention to the problems of housing and 
urban renewal. A previous jury had 
rezommended that the latter program be 
under constant review by all future ones. 


Certainly these problems are the prop- 
er concern of juries. If the city is to go 
forward, not only must there be constant 
war on slums and the spread of blight 
—but those displaced must be “provided 
adequate and well-planned housing 
whether it be in the form of individual 
or multiple units,” as the jury says. 


Specifically the jury cited the need for 
better housing opportunities for Negroes. 
This is the area in which the problem is 
the most acute and where it is most dif- 
ficult of solution. But unless determined 
efforts are made at solution, the alterna- 
tive to planning is a build-up of pressures 
which could lead to serious consequences 
for existing neighborhoods. 


Today Atlanta’s Negro population 
makes up 36.5 per cent of the total. They 
occupy 16.4 per cent of the residential 
land. As population further increases it 
will be impossible to maintain this ratio. 
It is imperative, then, that expansion be 
planned to reduce to a minimum feared 
or real dangers to existing neighborhoods 
through wise use of available land. 


Quite the contrary to claims that the 
“planners” plot to ruin certain property 
values, they are striving to find ways to 
prevent its happening. 


Today the Board of Aldermen will 
vote on recommendations of its zoning 
committee concerning rezoning of the 
Egleston Hospital property as a public 
housing project. It is designed to relo- 
cate Negro families displaced in urban 
renewal within their own area. If this 
cannot be done, what is the alternative? 


Neighborhoods from which some op- 
position comes to rezoning this property 
are not threatened really by Egleston. But 
unless intelligent planning is brought to 
bear to reduce the pressures, no one can 
foresee what will happen. 


Atlanta has its growing pains and they 
must be dealt with. It is regrettable that 
the remedies cannot please everyone. But 
as the Central Atlanta Assn. points out, 
the only guide which should rule the 
Board of Aldermen in such matters is 
“What is for the public good?” 

Meanwhile, we join the jury in com- 
mending the efforts of those working 
with and: for urban renewal and for the 
good of the city urge full support of their 
efforts.

Dr. Spies Helped End 
The Scourge of Pellagra 


Dr. Tom Douglas Spies died last 
week at 57 in New York City and few 
Southerners today will recognize his 
name. Yet it was Dr. Spies, a native 
Texan, who worked the first great health 
reform in the South. He was first to prove 
that pellagra was caused by a deficient 
diet. He did much of his work in the 
South with Birmingham as headquarters 
and was a former president of the South- 
ern Medical Assn. 


Dr. Spies became aware of pellagra as..........- 


a young man in Texas. It hit usually in 
the spring after a long winter in which 
the diet had been deficient in fresh meat, 
green vegetables and milk and also at 
a time when those items were most ex- 
pensive. As an ‘intern in Boston Dr. 
Spies discovered many cases among al- 
coholics. 

Pellagra was known in those days as 
“the poor man’s disease.” Dr. Spies, ex- 
perimenting, crammed his alcoholics with 
milk, meat, liver extract and brewer's 
yeast. They all improved. But it was 
his research that turned up nicotinic acid, 
a cheaply produced vitamin, which en- 
abled doctors and 'the public health serv- 


. ice to move in and eliminate what was a 


scourge. The South, suffering from the 
boll weevil depression since 1920, had 
hundreds of penepanes of f cxiennad af- 


flicted with pellagra midway of the de- 
pression in the 1930s. 


Dr. Spies considered all disease as a 
problem of chemistry. Research today 
tends to bear him out. His own govern- 
ment and that of Puerto Rico gave him 
special commendations for his work in 
nutrition and public health. The fact that 
pellagra today is a rare disease is per- 
haps the greatest tribute to his career.

Jenkins and Sol. Gen. Webb drew de- 
served praise and the absence of organ- 
ized crime in the city was noted. As a 
means of attracting and retaining high 
caliber personnel, the jury recommended 
that the city institute longevity pay for 
policemen. 


Another worthy move was the advo- 
cacy of a statewide plan to equalize 
property assessments, a field in.swhich 
most Georgia counties are extremely 
negligent. ; 

The exchange of views with foremen 
of grand juries in adjoining counties was 
found helpful and should become com- 
mon practice. 

The outgoing grand jury, in an obvi- 
ous reference to scandals in the Griffin 
administration, urged that future grand 
juries be on the alert to investigate thor- 
oughly any alleged misdoings of public 
officials. 

The presentments were most compre- 
hensive and represent a job well done. 
We commend all concerned for the many 
worthwhile recommendations made and 
for their efforts in digging into so many 
fields where improvements are necessary.

Europe’s air defenses put remains a far cry from the integration of 


these defenses Norstad wants. 

It would not materially narrow 
the gap between French concepts 
and those of the other Allies. On 
the contrary, that gap is widen- 
ing. We delude ourselves if we 
fail to recognize this fact. Should 
the gap not be closed, things are 
going to get worse, not better. 

The problem was posed in a 
top secret memorandum dated 
Sept. 17, 1958, and sent by De 
Gaulle to Eisenhower and Mac- 
millan. This diagnosed the stra- 
tegic situation, proposed a 
remedy and implied a-threat if 
the remedy was ignored. 

De Gaulle argued that commu- 
nism’s global menace presents 
equal risk to all members of free 
world alliances in case of a ther- 
monuclear war; yet there is un- 
equal responsibility for deciding 
when thermonuclear arms should 
be used. Therefore De Gaulle 
wants an organization created by 
the United States, Britain and 
France to elaborate free world 
military and diplomatic policy. 
This would coordinate all _al- 
liances and decide when a situa- 
tion warrants recourse to atomic 
weapons. | 

His suggested tripartite  ar- 
rangement has become known as 
the directoire or .“‘directorate’”’ 
but De Gaulle never used the 
word. What he asks is a high- 
level political equivalent to 
NATO's existing standing group. 
The other Allies, for various rea- 
sons, oppose him. 

NATO, however, runs on the 


a ‘ 


principle of unanimity. France 
may stand alone; nevertheless 
France intends to pursue the pol- 
icy it deems correct. If his plan 
is not accepted, De Gaulle in- 
tends to weaken, not to strength- 
en, alliance ties. Contrary reports 
are simply wrong. 

De Gaulle has already empha- 
sized his purpose. His attitude to 
air defense is, to say the least, 
individualistic. He has taken his 
Mediterranean fleet out of Nor- 
stad’s control. And if there is no 
action’ on his famous memoran- 
dum, he will withdraw his army. 

The general does not consider 
this equivalent to quitting NATO. 
For him it is merely a restoration 
of France’s military independ- 
ence. He intends under any cir- 
cumstances to remain a loyal ally 
but with free control of French 
armed forces unless his idea is 
substantially endorsed. 

In the past Washington hoped 
informal consultations between 
our State department and the 
British and French ambassadors 
might satisfy De Gaulle. They 
haven’t. New study is fortunately 
therefore being given to the ques- 
tion. 

Now that France feels itself 
a-member of the nuclear club and 
even more entitled to special con- 
sideration it will push its views. 
De Gaulle visits Macmillan and 
Eisenhower next month. It would 
be a wise precaution to have 
some new formula ready by that 
time.

MIAMI (UPI)—Police 


said Sunday that a youth 


who has confessed slaying three persons during a south 
Florida crime spree has admitted three additional kill- 
ings In California and Arizona. 


Sheriff Tom Kelly said that red- 
haired Dennis Whitney, 17, told 
officers that he shot one man in 
Victorville, Calif.; another in 
Tucson, Ariz., and a third man in 
Phoenix, Ariz., during his trip 
from California to Florida. 


Whitney already had confessed 
to the slayings of two service sta- 
tion attendants in Miami and a 
woman at Jupiter, Fla. He was 
tracked down by a posse at Jupi- 
ter Saturday after a_ terrified 
teen-ager’s report of a prowler 
who washed blood from his hands 
at her house. 


TELLS OF WEST SLAYINGS 


Miami Detective Capt. C. L. 
Gunn said Whitney confessed the 
three Western slayings in the 
presence of Gunn, Detective Lon 
Holmes and Metropolitan. Dade 
County Lt, Bill Bilbrough. 


He said the youth confessed he 
killed a gas station attendant in 
Victorville Feb. 12, and another 
attendant at a Texaco station in 
Tucson Feb. 21. Between those 
dates, Gunn said, Whitney re- 
ported he killed a man at the lat- 
ter’s room in Phoenix. 


Kelly said his office was con- 
tacting police agencies in the 
Western states for further details. 
Gunn said authorities in Tucson 
already were forwarding evidence 
to Miami. 


THIRD IN FLORIDA 

Earlier Sunday, Whitney con- 
fessed to his third murder in 
south Florida. And a critically 
wounded robbery victim identi- 
fied the youth as his attacker. 


Service station attendant Jack 
Beecher, shot four times in a 
holdup, picked Whitney out of a 
lineup of five red-headed men in 
Beecher’s heaepital room. And Mi- 
ami police gaiid Whitney, when 
faced with a lie detector test, ad- 
mitted the slaying of Ken Mez- 
zarano, 21, another service sta- 
tion attendant. 


Dade County Sheriff Tom Kelly 
said he believed Whitney would 
still be on his murder spree if 
he had not stopped at Jupiter to 
wash the woman victim’s blood 
off his hands. 


GIRL GAVE ALARM 


A 16-year-old high school cheer- 
leader, only a year younger than 
the red-haired, round-faced killer, 
sounded the alarm that brought 
police by the droves into this small 
south Florida Coastal town and 
ended Whitney’s reign of terror. 


Bonnie Boales and her 14-year- 
old sister Linda were in _ bed, 
their parents out at the weekly 
jai-alai Matches. Bonnie heard 
the front door open and thought 
her folks had returned, but then 
she realized the footsteps» were 
too heavy to be those of her 
father. 


A bloody hand pulled open the 
curtain that separated the girls’ 
bedroom from the living room. 
Whitney, who only a few minutes 
before had left the body of his 
third victim two blocks away, 
entered the room.

World War II veterans were fre- 
minded Sunday by the State De- 
partment of Veterans Services 
that they have until July 25, 1960 
to file their applications for home 
or business loans.

Under this loan program, quali- 
fied veterans may obtain -VA- 
guaranteed loans .to purchase, 
build or improve a home, or to 
buy or expand a business venture, 
Wheeler said. 


Korean veterans have until Jan- 
uary 31, 1965 to.make loan appli- 
cations, Wheeler said. He said 
World War II veterans who also 
served during the Korea conflict 
are considered Korean veterans 
for GI loan purposes.’

Unclaimed dogs that the ward- 
ens reported they had destroyed 
were sold alive for eventual de- 
livery to the Yale medical re- 
search laboratories, the police 
said. The city destroys only ail- 
ing dogs. Others are held for 
adoption, they said. 


Most of the wardens, working 
on a fee basis, received $4 from 
the town or city for each dog they 
claimed they destroyed. They re- 
ceived up to $7 each for dogs de-

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Latins Snub 
Conference 


In Cuba 


U.S. Opposed 
To Participation

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y—A 
majority of the Latin-American 
countries intend to reject Cuba’s 
invitation to a world conference 
of underdeveloped countries. 
which is to be held in Havana 
next August or September. 


Reliable sources said Sunday 
that Argentina, Brazil, Chile, 
Uruguay, Ecuador and Peru al- 
ready had decided not to attend. 
The first four were visited by 
President Eisenhower on his re- 
cent goodwill tour of South Amer- 
ica, but it was understood that 
their decision already had been 
made. 


At the United Nations, it is an 
open secret that the United States 
is discouraging participation in 
the conference on the ground 
that Premier Castro’s anti-Amer- 
ican attitude would interfere with 
Washington’s plans to increase 
economic assistance to Latin 
America. 


According to plans made by 
Castro in January, the under- 
developed countries of Asia, Af- 
rica and Latin America will be in- 
vited. The United Arab Republic 
previously had agreed to serve on 
the conference steering commit- 
tee. Almost all of the Arab and 
African countries are expected to 
accept. 


India plans to attend. But such 
Asian countries as the Philip- 
pines, Thailand, Japan and Paki- 
stan, which have a defense agree- 
ment with the United States, are 
hesitating. They are said to fear 
that the conference will be used 
as a platform for neutralism and 
attacks on U.S. policy. 


A number of Asian countries, 
moreover, are uncertain about 
the desirability of participating 
if most of the Latin-American 
countries stay away. They. feel 
that it is Mardly worthwhile to 
come to Havana for what might 
amount to just another meeting of 
Asian and African countries like 
the one held at Bandung in Java. 


White House

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Nearly 
300 Negro college students picket- 
ed the White House Sunday in 
support of civil rights legislation 
and Negro sitdown strikes against 
segregated restaurants in the 
South. 


Laurence Henry, a Howard Un- 
iversity divinity student and a 
leader of the group, emphasized 
the students, many of whom 
picketed the Capitol last week, 
were not anti-white. 


A small band of Washington po- 
lice were on hand to maintain or- 
der, but no violence was reported.

NAIROBI, Kenya (#!—Evangelist Billy Graham 
said Sunday he has refused to consider a challenge for 
a faith healing contest to test the powers of the Chris- 


tian and Islamic religions. 


The proposal was made two 
days ago by Sheik Murbarak Ah- 
mad, chief of the East African 
Moslem mission of Ahmadiyya, an 
aggressive missionary society. 


He suggested 30 incurables be 
selected and that Graham and six 
of his followers pray over 15 while 
the Sheik and six followers pray- 
ed for the recovery of the other 
15. 

The result, the Sheik said, 
would determine ‘“‘who is blessed 
with the Lord’s grace and mercy 
and upon whom His door remains 
closed.”’

Kennedy Braves Snow Mantle 
To Stump New Hampshire - 


HANOVER, N.H. (UPI)—Dem- 
ocratic presidential hopeful John 
F. Kennedy barnstormed through 
snow - covered northern New 
Hampshire Sunday, urging more 
economic aid South America 
and ignoring a minor candidate’s 
threat to invade one of his 
speeches Monday. 


Kennedy sought votes for Tues- 
day’s first-in-the-nation presiden- 
tial primary, even riding on a dog 
sled at Berlin. He also visited 
Lebanon and Dartmouth College 
at Hanover, saying a big Demo- 
cratic vote Tuesday is of major 
importance to his presidential 
hopes. 


While Kennedy - was_ touring, 
backers of Republican Vice Pres- 
ident Nixon continued a telephone 
campaign they hope will givé 
Nixon more votes than President 
Eisenhower won in 1956. 

Eisenhower received 56,464 votes 
in 1956. 

Kennedy took no official notice 
of Chicago ball-point pen man- 
ufacturer Paul C. Fisher who has 
been campaigning for two weeks 
in New Hampshire seeking Dem- 
ocratic presidential primary votes. 


Fisher said that Monday he 
‘will appear’”’ at 2:30 p.m. at the 
University of New Hampshire 
when Kennedy makes a major 
speech on disarmament. 


New Hampshire Gov. Wes- 
fey Powell, leader of the Nixon 
forces, criticized the university 
for failure to allow Fisher ‘‘equal 
time.”’ 

University Vice President Ed- 
ward N. Eddy offered Fisher a 
chance to present his anti-income 
tax views at 4 p.m.—an hour. and 


a half after Kennedy's speech. 
Fisher sald, “Nothing less than 


an invitation to appear on the 
same platform at the same time” 
would do. 


Political observers said the con- 
troversy and the governor’s ac- 
tion might swell the expected to- 
tal presidential primary vote of 
100,000. 


Kennedy has been striving to 
set a record and Democratic Na- 
tional Committeeman Bernard 
Boutin has forecast that Kennedy 
might get more votes than all the 
Democratic hopefuls combined in 
1956—33,951. 


In Kennedy’s speech at Dart- 
mouth College Sunday afternoon, 
he said “All Americans were 
pleased and warmed by the 
friendly demonstration which 
President Eisenhower received” 
on his South American tour. 

But he added that behind some 


of the cheers “lurked the same 
unsolved problems, the same bit- 


ter resentments, the same disap- 
pointed hopes which resulted in 
violent attacks when Nixon went 
to South America.”’ 

Kennedy urged the United 
States to expand its aid to Brazil, 
Argentina, Chile and Uruguay but 
give no. specific recommenda- 
tions.

Home Area To Forestall Blight 


A do-it-yourself urban renewal program will 
get under way in a neighborhood here Tuesday 


night. 


Actually the group of homeowners embarking 
on the project won't be “renewing” but will be 
taking steps to insure that they'll never have any 


blight to renew. 


About 100 owners of 300 residences in a triangle 
between the projected west expressway and West 
View drive, SW, extending to Lee street, will 
organize the Dargan Park Improvement Assn. for 
the avowed purpose of keeping blight from the 
area. They meet Tuesday at 8 p.m. at the Park 


Street Methodist Church. 


Acting Chairman Pat J. McGuire and acting 
secretary Mrs. Edward F. Stentz set the meeting.

How would you try to beat him if you were one of the other 
players? 

“There's only one way," Kramer said. “You must get the first 


serve on his backhand and keep volleying back to his backhand until 
you get a chance to put the ball away. 
“This means, of course, you must have a good second serve to 
maintain the pressure if you miss the first.” 
Despite the champion’s powerful overhead, Kramer pre- 
scribes plenty of lobs against Pancho. 


“‘He’s going to kill all of the lobs,”’ he explained, ‘‘and it’s 
bound to tire him some and make that serve a little weaker. Then, 
maybe you could slip a passing shot by him. 


‘It’s sort of like a fighter going five or six rounds without doing 
anything, just trying to slow down his opponent for the kill.”

Do the other members of Kramer's troupe understand this 
Strategy for beating Gonzales? 
“Segura does,” he said. “But it backfires on him, and Pancho 


wears him down instead.”

Neale Fraser, 
Rod Laver and Roy Emerson give the Aussies three of the first 
four amatetirs. Until somebody beats Fraser on grass, I’d have 
to say he’s the best amateur in the world.” 


Kramer feels adoption of his ‘‘open’’ tournament plan, matching 
professionals and amateurs, would help U.S. tennis. 


“Talent like Barry MacKay’s doesn’t. develop itself;”’. he said. 
‘He wins amateur tournaments easily, but might lose five straight 
matches in a week against pros. 


“It’s like a bunch of 11 flat sprinters who have been running 
together. They don't realize it takes a 9.4 to win the championship. 


“Pound for pound Atlanta's Bitsy. Grant is the greatest 
tennis player I ever saw,” Kramer said. ‘Put him in the right 
conditions and in a close match I think Bitsy would come the 
closest to hitting the ball past his opponent on ,match point. It 
might ‘take him three tries to get it by, though. 


“On a hot day and a slow, slippery court with both in their 
prime, I'd have to think a long time before not backing Bitsy 
over Gonzales.”

A college education is essen- 
tial. The second step is two 
years of graduate study with 
supervised practice in one of 
the accredited schools of. social 


work in the United States or 
Canada. There are 16 such 
schools in the South. 

NOT CHEAP 

Higher education is_ not 
cheap. But many social 
agencies help staff members 
get additional education. The 
Southern Regional Education 


Board, headquartered in Atlan- 
ta, has a student contract pro- 
gram with schools of social 
work where by a student may 
go to an out-of-state college 
without paying the out-of-state 
tuition. 


Of all social workers, two- 
thirds hold college degrees and 
one half have completed their 
graduate requirement. 


A survey of social workers 
made several years ago showed 
that those employed by the fed- 
eral government had the most 
education. Workers in the 
state and local governments had 
the least training. 


The last U.S. census in 1950 
revealed that there were 34 
social workers per 100,000. popu- 
lation in the Southeast in- 
dicating a great need for more 
workers in this area of the 
country. 


UPWARD REVISION 


Salaries of social workers de- 
pend largely upon the qualifica- 
tions of the individual worker 
and the responsibilities of the 
job to be filled. Current sal- 
aries in Georgia range from 
about $3,600 to $7,000 for qual- 
ified social work practition- 
ers. Administrative positions 
may pay as high as $12,000 to 
$15,000. The increasing demand 
for workers in this state is re- 
sulting in a constant upward re- 
vision of salary scales. 


Of all the facets of social 
work, perhaps the biggest cur- 
rent need in the Southern region 
is in the field of mental health. 
In this region alone studies re- 
veal there is a need for 4,260 
psychiatric workers. The col- 
leges are graduating only 207 
of these workers a year. 


Social work is not a feather 
bed. It is a calling demand- 
ing special qualities of both 
heart and mind. It takes an 
emotionally mature person to 
stand the constant assault on 
the compassions. But often 
times the end result leaves 
dedicated workers with a warm 
glow of satisfaction.

CLEVELAND, Ohio (P—A sea- 
sonal upturn in construction will 
help the steel industry offset the 
slow start by the automobile man- 
ufacturers, Steel magazine re- 
ported. 


The construction industry tra- 
ditionally takes about 14 per cent 
of finished steel shipments, while 
the automobile makers account 
for about 19 per cent, the trade 
publication said. 


The best news for the steel in- 
dustry last week came from struc- 
tural fabricators, encouraged by 
renewal demand for their serv- 
ices, Steel said. 


CONTRACTS FASTER 


“As good weather approaches, 
they're starting to book jobs at a 
faster rate. Inquiries are more nu- 
merous, and the trend is toward 
larger tonnage.”’ 


New car deliveries in mid-Feb- 
ruary were 10 per cent higher 
than in the corresponding period 
of 1959 but were disappointing be- 
cause they fell short of the pace 
set in the first third of the month, 
Steel said. New car deliveries 
in the first part of February were 
16.7 per cent ahead of the cor- 
responding period of last year. 


The publication said some auto 
manufacturers blamed the weather 
for the drop in deliveries while 
others adopted a wait-and-see at- 
titude. 


“All were concerned about 
mounting dealer inventories, now 
in excess of one million units and 
equivalent to a 54-day supply,” 
Steel said. 


RECORD OUTPUT 


The magazine said steel mills 
are expected to operate at an 
average of 82 per cent of rated 
capacity this year and produce a 
record 122 million ingot tons. Its 
estimate by quarters included: 
First quarter, 94 per cent with out- 
put of 35 million tons; second, 
85 per cent and 31 million tons; 
third, 70 per cent and 26 million 
tons: fourth, 80 per cent and 30 
million tons.

I understand that nature 
has tremendous power to heal and the only thing that remains 
on the heart muscle is a scar-—-N.G.

There is no such thing as a 
minor heart attack. There are 
many heart attacks from which 
the patient recovers and lives for 
many, many years in active 
comfort. 


There are, indeed, many heart 
attacks which the patient never 
recognizes as such. He has some 
pains and probably some other 
symptoms which pass off, and he 
blames the whole business on 
“cramps” or “indigestion” or 
such. 


The heart does not “return to 
normal” after this, although it is 
entirely possible the person may 
not be able to detect any subse- 
quent consequences. 


is a heart attack? 
Our arteries, growing gradually 
older, become less flexible and 
we acquire a fatty.coating in or 
on the walls of the arteries, mak- 
ing them gradually smaller. This 
apparently can take place in 
spots. 


A clot or embolism, which in 
our youth slides past easily, fi- 
nally catches at some narrowed 
place. It shuts off the circulation 
to some portion of the heart 
muscle. That’s a ‘‘heart attack.”’ 


Now what 


Now the heart muscle is power- 
ful, having some 30 times the 
strength it needs to keep us 
alive. When the blood is shut off 


from some portion of the muscle, 
this is called an “‘infarct’’ or “‘in- 
farction” and that portion of the 
muscle is permanently hurt and 
a “‘scar’’ forms, like the scar on 
a cut. finger. The scar remains. 
That particular portion of the 
muscle does not “return to nor- 
mal.” 


Thus we have a very great re- 
serve in heart power. Yet with a 
“heart attack’’ we lose some of 
it. The shock of the attack itself, 
even if not massive, may for the 
moment disrupt things to a fatal 
extent. The first hours, or first 
days, are critical. 


Once past the critical period, 
most patients recover.
